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This  year's  yearbook  staff  cooperatively  took  or 
and  led  the  way  to  yet  another  successful  Selwyr 
House  School  Yearbook  publication.  As  advisors, 
Mr.  Bill  Bedard,  Ms.  Kelly  Von  Eschen  and 
^^^    Emily  Ritchie  collectively  invested  hundreds  of  ho 
into  this  year-long  project.  They  ensured  that  eve 
thing  ran  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

Planning  for  this  year's  publication  began  lai 
summer  upon  receipt  of  the  necessarj'  literaturi 
software  and  technical  specifications  from  Jostens 
As  editor,  I  took  this  information  home  and  carefuUj 
read  each  booklet  explaining  the  entire  process  ol 
putting  a  school  yearbook  together,  from  planning 
the  contents  of  the  book  to  learning  to  use  Jostens 
Yeartech  software  package.  Also,  I  attended  a  summer  camp  held  by  the  Jostens'  representative  for  our  region.  At 
this  camp,  1  learned  skills  such  as  market  advertising,  custom  cover  designing,  and  basic  layout  editing. 

Upon  returning  to  school,  the  yearbook  staff  made  final  adjustments  to  the  ladder,  the  poster-sized  spreadsheet 
indicating  the  contents  of  all  192  pages  in  the  yearbook.  As  I  looked  through  the  yearbooks  of  past  years  at  Selwyn, 
I  realised  that  something  was  missing.  Most  of  the  previous  books  were  produced  solely  in  black  and  white  with  only  'I 
a  few  pages  of  colour  introduced  over  the  past  few  years. 

I  decided  to  try  to  plan  an  entire  yearbook  in  colour;  however,  upon  meeting  with  the  Jostens'  representative, 
the  advisors  and  I  realised  that  this  ambitious  plan  would  not  be  financially  feasible.  Therefore,  we  agreed  to  produce 
the  best  alternative  -  to  publish  half  of  Selwyn's  2002  yearbook  in  colour.  However,  this  meant  that  the  yearbook  st  afi 
would  have  to  raise  about  $8,500  through  advertising  and  fundraising.  Understanding  that  it  would  take  a  lot  of  hard 
work  and  determination,  we,  as  a  staff,  gave  "operation  colour"  the  okay. 

Once  all  of  the  software  was  installed  and  personalized,  we  were  ready  to  begin  designing  the  page  layouts. 
The  yearbook  team  was  divided  into  different  groups,  each  group  responsible  for  its  respective  section,  such  as  sports. 
undergi-ads,  school  life  and  faculty.  The  sections  in  colour  would  include  sports  and  grads,  the  latter  headed  by  Andy 
Rosenhek  and  Nick  Niro. 

Over  the  years,  the  yearbook  creation  process  at  Selwyn  has  evolved.  As  computers  became  more  readily 
available,  the  yearbook  staff  no  longer  used  pencils  and  paper  to  create  each  page.  However,  until  now,  pictures  were 
still  captured  the  old-fashioned  way,  with  35mm  film.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  yearbook  staff  had  boxes  upon  boxes 
of  developed  pictures  and  negatives,  thus  making  it  practically  impossible  to  find  the  right  picture  at  the  right  time. 
This  year  marks  the  first  year  that  the  Selwyn  House  School  yearbook  staff  chose  a  completely  digital  format:  the 
pages  would  be  designed  and  the  pictures  placed  using  computers  and  digital  cameras.  Thanks  to  John  Scalia 
thousands  of  digital  pictures  stored  on  the  yearbook  server  were  competently  categorized  and  filed  for  quick  a 
efficient  access. 

However,  we  still  had  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  pay  for  the  colour  sections  of  the  yearbook.  So,  we  created 
and  mailed  advertising  forms  to  every  family  in  the  school,  offering  place  in  the  yearbook  to  showcase  their  business 
or  to  congratulate  their  son  and  his  classmates.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  many  parents  and  business  owners,  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  a  total  of  approximately  $6,500  was  raised. 

Football  videos,  with  edited  footage  of  all  of  this  year's  varsity  games,  were  composed  and  appropriate 
background  music  added  to  the  many  two-and-a-half  hour  videocassettes  sold  to  raise  money  for  the  colour  sports 
sections.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  two  separate  CD's  of  the  2002  Graduation  were  created  and  sold  to  students 
in  Grade  Eleven  who  wished  to  support  the  colour  gi-ad  sections.  Both  items  would  ser\'e  as  keepsakes,  reminding 
graduates  of  their  final  and  memorable  year  at  Selwyn.  Finally,  one  cannot  forget  the  numerous  weekly  "$5"  pizza 
sales  we  had  in  senior  school.  In  total,  $2,500  was  raised  from  all  these  fundraisers. 

As  the  year  concluded,  we  added  finishing  touches  to  the  yearbook,  finally  completing  it  towards  the  middle 

of  July.  Thanks  to  the  hard  work  and  generosity  of  so  many  students,  parents,  and  teachers,  our  financial  and 

publication  objectives  were  successfully  reached.  The  2002  Selwyn  House  School  yearbook  staff  hopes  that  you  enjoy 

our  publication.
